There is 
al^o Prof. Bi-own'-i t!v^ )rv that mos.jui- 
toes do not exi-^r, Pi i l that it is a disease 
of the nerves whidi makes nsimairine 
that we see p. ml iVfl st.ninthiiK^ wliii.-'i 
we call mosquitoes. TIkj hi:est and fliist 
intereftinsf of scientific theories is Prof. 
Simmons's theory of flies. This eminent 
'hicago scientific person beliove-^ th.\t 
Hies exist at all tiuitjs oi the yciir iu vM«t 
quantities In the atm(Jsphere at a dis- 
tance of a nr^^o and seven-eights from 
the surface of the earth, and that they 
are driren to the earth by knj concus- 
sion of the air, :\-^ is pr xluced by a 
th'inder-storm or by tho discharge ol 
artillery. 

In support of this theoi^ Pifofe3sor 
Simmons' bi inirs forw ird ?evoral plausi- 
ble illustrations. He reminds us that 
we have had hardly any thunder-storms 
in the Norihein Siates until since the 
bcoiriiiins: of July, and that until that 
time there were scarcely a fly visible. 
During the entire months of Mrty and 
June, when, acoording to precedent, 
our homes shouM have swarmeil with 
flies, we enjoyed a marked and univer- 
sal eieinpticm from them. Even in 
houses where thi- most a'luring fly-paper 
was display ed.j not a lly was caught, and 
both the #dnaerral tiarmony which pre- 
vailed amon J politicians, and the unex- 
ajnpled dpcrea?e of business in our di- i 
vorce courts, were, in Prof. Simmon's 
opinion, due to the (teath of flies. 

The Professor culls attention to the 
fact that tho tlies Fuddenlv arrived in 
innumerable quantities the day after the 
bombardment of Alexandria. As is well 
known, the heav est guns of the British 
navy were fiied for several consecutive 
hours during this botnbardiQeiit, and 
were answered by fhe less heavy but 
still enormous guns of the K^^yptian 
forts. The din ,was tremendous,, and 
had a heavy shower fallen impiediately 
after the bombardment ceased, those 

{lorsons who believe that a heavy artU' 
ery fire always produces raUi wotudhaVe 
exclaimed thatiheir theory was Justified. 
Professor Simm >ns se^ms to have an 
equal right to cite the bombardment as 
an illustiation of his own pairticular 
theory. Flie- certainly did appear for 
the lirst time tins summer the day after 
the bombardment, and the Professor is 
perfectly certain that they were brought 
down from the upper regions of the at- 
mosphere by concussion. ,

ing but a theory it can do no harm, but 
its learned invcuitor oui^ht to be made to 
understand that there are some things 
which an intelligent public will not 
tolerate.

In the Arctic 
Circle, where such an object as a bald- 
headed Esquimau has never once been 
met, flies are absolutely unknown, while 
in boarding-houses In the temperate • 
;'-one, frequented bv bald-headed board- 
ers from the city, fties arc so numerous 
as to defy computation. Upon these 
facts we mav base the theory that Hies 
are the result of baldness, and the theory 
will be at least as plausible and well 
sustained by facts as is the theory of
